AT THE VIA GENOVA CAFE IN Chappaqua, New York 
a bottle of 10,000°B.C sets you back $31. The glacial water comes 
from the Hat Mountain Glacier in Toba Inlet, British Columbia. 
The website finewaters.com lists it as “soft” water with a five 
diamond virginity rating—which one can only assume means 
it’s so pure it’s never even had a dirty thought. Still, there’s 
something truly perverse about paying $31 for a bottle of water, 
no matter how untouched and uncontaminated. 

Is this a harbinger of things to come? Will the next generation 
of Edmontonians have to stand in long lines for their weekly 
shower? Considering the Alberta government has already put 
moratoriums on water licenses for the Bow and Oldman 
Rivers, maybe so. 

Here in Canada, we rarely think about what a luxury easy 
access to water really is. We turn on the tap and there it is. We 
flush it, cover the sidewalks with it, and pour it over our vanity 
lawns. But we don’t really know how much of it we've got left. 
The prairies are facing a water crisis, says University of Alberta 
prof David Schindler. The 20th century was actually one of the 
wettest on record and we're in for some dirty ‘30s-style dust- 
bow! living very, very soon. 
































Hell, even Preston Manning is getting in on the act, lobbying 
for water conservation after his grandkids chided him for run- 
ning the water while they brushed their teeth.

BLACK DEFENDANT 
UNJUSTLY CONVICTED, SEZ 
NATIONAL POST 


DISGRACED PRESS BARON CONRAD BLACK, WHO WAS 
convicted of mail fraud and obstruction of justice in Chicago 
last week, has at least one defender in Canada: the chronically 
floundering newspaper he founded, The National Post, which 
devoted the first 16 pages of its July 14 issue to the Black 
verdict. 

Most of that space was spent sticking up for him, explaining 
why he should be treated leniently (he’s rich!), and why he's 
better than other Canadians (he never tired of telling us why 
we were inferior to the U.S. and Britain).

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Damn Torontonians 
City hires transit chief from TO, again 


EDMONTON'S GOT A CRUSH ON 
Toronto. The city’s most recent hire 
from the Big Smoke, Robert Boutili- 
er, will join the municipal adminis- 
tration as General Manager of Trans- 
portation on Monday. 

Boutilier was deputy manager of 
surface operations for the Toronto 
Transit Commission (TTC). He 
replaces Rick Ducharme, who was 
the general manager at the TTC 
before his Edmonton post. 
Ducharme resigned four months 
into the job, citing “personal rea- 
sons.” He left the city the day after 
his job ended and his wife never 
made the move, which brings to 
mind Chris Pronger’s famous exit 
from the Edmonton Oilers. 

There's more: another Toronto 
transplant, police chief Mike Boyd, 
has led the force for a year and a 
half. In May, Edmonton even hired a 
Toronto firm to sell the city to the 
rest of Canada. (Toronto public rela- 
tions firm Media Profile currently 
oversees our town’s out-of-region 
promotions.) Mary Pat Barry, head 
of city communications, says 
Edmonton needed to step up its 
game, as we're now competing with 
Canada’s biggest cities—Vancouver, 
Toronto and Montreal and Ottawa. 


If you can’t beat them, the logic goes, 


you may as well steal their talented 
professionals. 

City Manager Al Maurer says hir- 
ing two transit chiefs from Toronto 
was more coincidence than part of a 
pro-Toronto policy. “What we feel 
we need is leadership,” he says,

Ron Hayter, Ward 2, was in high 
spirits as he introduced the city’s 
new snow plowing policy at the 
Transportation and Public Works 
Committee. He called it “music to 
my ears.” It’s basically a number of 
benchmarks set by city staff to 
ensure Edmontonians don’t face yet 
another winter with messy, 
unplowed streets. The standards 
include the old promise of plowing 
streets within 48 hours, a policy city 
workers have never quite managed 
to put into practice. Of course, the 
plan comes with a $17 million price 
tag for additional equipment. 

Hayter says he goes through this 
discussion year after year, and other 


“and that’s what we feel we are get- 
ting with Ducharme and Boutilier.” 
Jim Lightbody, professor of politi- 
cal science at the University of 
Alberta, thinks drawing talent from 
Toronto and other big cities is a 
necessity, especially in the area of 
transit. After all, he argues, TTC and 
ETS are fairly similar: Toronto has a 
subway system, streetcars and 
buses, while Edmonton has a mix of 
LRT, trolley buses and diesel buses. 


IF IT’S GOOD ENOUGH FOR TO... 

Lightbody thinks there are also 
more subtle advantages to hiring 
outside Edmonton—for instance, it 
sends a clear message to city staff 
that the status quo isn’t acceptable. 
Besides, he says, if the city had talent 
within the administration already, 
the transportation system wouldn't 
be in such dire need of an overhaul. 

Asa former Torontonian and 
public transit rider myself, I can’t 
dispute some of Lightbody’s argu- 
ments. The TTC beats ETS, hands 
down. But hiring two transit chiefs 
from the same city within a matter of 
months seems more than a coinci- 
dence. Is the city looking for Toron- 
tonian answers to Edmontonian 
questions? “I would hope not,” 
Maurer says. “I wouldn't say we are 
trying to model Toronto.” 


STAYING POWER 
However, Maurer admits he has 
reservations about hiring another 
general manager from the Big 
Smoke. Ducharme was a huge let- 
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We sat through city council 
so you don’t have to 


councillors always quibble over the 
cost once the warm weather hits. “T 
sense that some members of this 
committee are suffering from short- 
term memory loss.” 

Hayter repeated his pleas at the 
following council meeting, with suc- 
cess. However, City Manager Al 
Maurer did warn that even without 
the additional snow-related expens- 


down and a “wake-up call,” he says. 
Even if he had the necessary skills 
and perspective to challenge city 
bureaucracy with new ideas, he 
didn’t stay long enough to make a 
difference. As Lightbody points out, 
it takes staff from outside Edmonton 
longer to understand city council 
and the inner workings of the 
administration. 

The city now looks at personal 
factors that could affect the staying 
power of the people they hire— 


es, the city was already look- 
ing ata 10 per cent tax increase. 


Bus Rapid Transit 

More than two dozen residents 
spoke at the committee meeting 
regarding the new Bus Rapid Transit 
(BRT) route from the west end, but 
spent little time was spent on the 
issue at city council. 

The route proposed by city staff 
runs along Stony Plain Road, which 
was the main bone of contention. 

Dan McDougall, director of trans- 
portation for the West Edmonton 
Business Association, wants more 
roads built instead. “It’s unreason- 
able to think that Edmonton's con- 
gestion problems can be solved with 
public transit alone.” 

Most speakers were quick to lend 
support to public transit as a con- 
cept, but not this route nor the way 


whether they've spent any time out 
west, for instance, and whether they 
have family nearby. (Boutilier has 
some family connections in Calgary, 
which put Maurer at ease.) 

“We have to look at these candi- 
dates in a broader way than just the 
individual,” he says. “There might 
be other factors that play into people 
staying here. It’s also the family.” 

Maurer has been with the city for 
more than 40 years and understands 
the benefits of having roots in the 
city and an intimate knowledge of 
Edmonton's shape and personality. 
He'd like to promote from within 
the administration, but Edmonton 
just doesn’t have the talent. 

“We try to bring people up from 
within the organization whenever 
we can,” he says, “but there’s times 
when you have to go outside.” Lay- 





transportation planning handled the 
consultations. Cassandra Haraba, 
the president of Grosvenor Commu- 
nity League, reassured everyone that 
the community was pro-public tran- 
sit and in no way was her criticism 
based on “NIMBYism.” She just 
didn’t want the BRT eating up 
homes in her neighbourhood. 

Increasing the frequency of the 
100 express, which follows a similar 
route, was a popular alternative as a 
stopgap measure until the LRT 
could be extended. “If we are going 
to spend $1 billion, let’s spend it on 
LRT,” says Bill Eadie of the 
Grovenor-Glenora Community 
League. 

Bill Gibbens of the West Edmon- 
ton Communities Council was one 
of the few who spoke in favour of 
the route, pleading with the commit- 
tee not to throw away years of con- 
sultations because mes did not 
want the route going though their 
neighbourhoods. 

“Not everyone is going to agree 
with any alignment,” he says, 
adding that the west end needs bet- 
ter transit service fast. 

The committee approved the rec- 
ommendation. At city council ra

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n the other side of the door lie bodies 
of the recently dead.

a lonesome severed head in there too, and no 


one has ever figured out where the rest of the 
poor fellow went 

Where, you might ask, is this place? A 
hospital morgue? That house down the street 
where no flowers grow? 

I'm afraid | can't tell you. Not that my party 
of four is doing anything illegal. (At least not 
that I’m aware of.) But one of the conditions 
for visiting this house of the dead is that I 
cannot reveal where we've been. You'll just 
have to trust me. As much as you can trust 
someone who visits cadavers in the middle of 
the night 

The doorway has caused a bit of a debate: 
two members of our group insist it would be 
disrespectful to go any farther, one remains 
conspicuously silent (though you can tell it 
wouldn't take much to convince him to keep 
going), and the other, yours truly, tries to posit 
a lame argument about a journalist's right to 
know... and see 

In the end, though, the majority rules and 
good taste prevails. Besides, as it's pointed 
out by a much wiser member of this outing, 
we're not here to ogle corpses, but to look for 
ghosts... and ghosts don’t pay much heed to 
things like doors 

So we move on down the hall, settle into 
another room, turn off the lights, spark a 


single white candle and begin our vigil, hoping 
that someone, or something, might decide to 


pay us a visit 


THE REAL GHOSTBUSTERS 

Before we carry on any further with this ghost 
story—and there is a ghost—maybe we should 
back up a bit 

The day before our twilight venture, I had 
the pleasure of meeting two women who have 
been daring to explore this particular realm of 
the unknown for some time—Beth Fowler of 
HAPIA (Hauntings and Paranormal Investi- 
gations Alberta) and Rona Anderson of The 
Paranormal Investigators. 

Anderson says she first made contact on the 
other side of the veil as a little girl in Ontario 
in what turned out to be a rather gruesome 
set of circumstances. At the age of 11, follow- 
ing a family “incident,” she moved into her 
grandparents’ home, where she claims she 
encountered three spirits. Two of them, she 
says, belonged to her aunt and uncle, whom 
her family had told her had died in a car 
crash. The third, she says, was “something in 
the basement that wasn’t human; it was very 
threatening, a very negative entity.” 

Despite her protestations, her family 
dismissed her tales of her encounters. Later, 
however, she learned that her relatives hadn't 
died in accident at all—it was a murder-sui- 
cide. She believes the traumatic nature of the 
deaths led to ghostly activities.

“My aunt, in the middle of the night, would 
walk about and down the hallway in her night- 
gown. You could hear it dragging, and she’d 
come to my door and stop,” she says, adding 
that her deceased uncle tended to just lurk 
about. “She was the one that was more lost.... 
The incident was so ugly that the family had 
no pictures of them anywhere and would not 
talk about them.” 

Eventually, Anderson put those eerie events 
behind her, and by the time she moved to 
Edmonton at the age of 18, she had all but 


forgotten about it, preferring partying to pok- 
ing around in the world of the paranormal. 
That is, until one night she felt a presence in 
her room. 

“I realized it was starting all over again. I 
was getting brought back in to the paranormal 
fold.” 

Anderson's journey into investigations began 
in a less-than-old-fashioned way—she looked 
for fellow ghost-hunters on an Internet social 
networking site. She soon learned, however, 
that many of the people she came into contact 
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with preferred trading yarns in the bar to 
getting down to business, so she ditched that 
crowd and learned all she could about ghost 
hunting with a smaller, more dedicated group. 
(At the very least, the bar crowd helped her 
rope her husband and partner, Ben Myckan, 


into her new vocation. “He's a Guinness man,” 


she quips.) 

It seems (to my untrained eye, anyway) 
that her efforts and investments in sensing 
equipment—mainly audio and visual record- 
ers—have paid off. 

Plopping a DVD into my player, she shares 
footage of a swarm of orbs and ectoplasm 
floating about in an old church rectory in Lac 
La Biche—she insists that light bouncing off 
bugs and dust have been ruled out—a scream 
captured at the abandoned Charles Camsell 
Hospital, more orbs in the basement of the 
building on Jasper occupied by CKUA, and a 
picture taken by a pro newspaper photogra- 
pher of a mysterious purple shape at Fort Ed- 
monton, an image he was at a loss to explain. 

Anderson says she’s not out to try and con- 
vince anyone, People are entitled to their own 
beliefs, she says, even if it means discount- 
ing hers. But she remains entirely convinced 
her experiences will one day be explained as 
something tangible and as yet unknown. 

“€verything is energy-laden,” she says. 

“We have energy, the earth has energy, and I 
think somehow, somebody's going to figure it 
out scientifically—that we have an Energizer 
battery inside of us—people call it your soul or 
your spirit or something, and once your physi- 
cal body is gone the energy is still there, and it 
has to go somewhere.” 

It's interesting stuff, to be sure, and one 
doesn't doubt her conviction, but it seems 
only prudent to talk to someone with a more 
skeptical frame of mind. 


THE DOUBTING BELIEVER 

The simple act of stepping out of the hallway 
and into Beth Fowler's sixth-floor down- 

town suite has a time-bending quality. She's 
transformed her digs into what looks like a 
Victorian parlour, complete with draperies, 
wallpaper, old mirrors, and a sizable brood of 
antique dolls that she restores, whose number 
includes a supposedly haunted one named 
Josette. 

She's even been attacked in here by forces 
unknown, when one night her KISS collect- 
ibles came flying off the shelf at her. Since 
then, she’s taken them down and, the gods of 
garish merchandising apparently appeased, all 
has been peaceable. But it wasn’t the first time 
she’s had an object hurled at her—the first 
time dates back to her childhood while playing 
at her cousin's place. 

“[ remember the house as always being 
cold; my dad was a sheet-metal worker, and he 
could never get the house warm. [My cousin] 
was about three and a half years old, and she 
had a rocking horse, one of those spring rock- 
ing horses they had in the ’70s, and that thing 
would start rocking by itself. 

“That was spooky, but the thing that got 
me was that she used to have an imaginary 
friend she used to talk to—she used to go to 
my mom, “Who's that standing in the corner?’ 
and freak her right out. We were playing Lego 
in her room one night, and over in the corner 
was a half-full barrel of pennies—it was pretty 
heavy. Her and I got into a fight over a piece 
or something, and I said a swearword to her 
that I overheard my older brother saying. She 
calmly went over to bed and started talking 
to her friend over by where the barrel was, 
and she said ‘You're going to get it now’ and 
started giggling. The barrel flipped over and

came right at me. I think that was the last 
time I was in that house.” 

That said, Fowler's super-earnest demeanour 
and her no-nonsense approach to investiga- 
tion have produced a breed of explorer quite 
different from Anderson. You get the impres- 
sion that the hardest person to convince as 
to the veracity of her data would be Fowler 
herself, even though she's encountered some 
interesting things, including voices and shapes 
underneath Jasper Ave in a series of intercon- 
nected rooms below the Naked Cyber Café 
between 103 and 104 Streets. 

Joking that HAPIA is referred to as the 
“boring team” (Fowler's partner belongs to 
the Catholic Women's League and wishes 
to remain anonymous), she warns of other 
groups that she feels are too eager to proclaim 
the presence of an otherworldly entity. 

“They go in there already expecting to find 
a ghost. They've got their minds set, so it 
doesn't matter what they capture; it could be 
like a dust orb or a fly on a camera,” she says. 
“The problem with groups like that is that 
it hurts the rest of us who are trying to find 
some sort of logic to all this. We're trying to 
weed out the actual from the mistaken or the 
fraud. We want to separate fact from fiction.” 

Like Anderson, Fowler has all sorts of equip- 
ment to help discern explainable, everyday 
factors such as humidity, electromagnetic 
fields, sound, light, bugs—you name it. 

“High electrical fields can interfere with 
the equipment,” she says, explaining a typical

scenario where the mundane gets confused 
with the macabre. “You know that feeling you 
get like when people say, ‘Oh, somebody's 
walking on my grave’ or ‘I went into this 
room a felt a shiver’? If you're in a room with 
exposed wires behind the wall and a bunch of 
electronic equipment, you can get that off just 
EMF equipment and the wires. 

“We've heard noises—knocking and stuff,” 
she continues, revealing that a routine check 
of the plumbing can usually reveal the true 
source of those things that go bump in the 
night; she also relays the story of a woman's 
house that they looked into where odd noises 
were a recurring problem. “She had mice 
behind her walls,” deadpans Fowler. 

Anderson addresses most of these concerns 
when it comes to data-collecting as well, but 
she seems inherently more assured of the 
paranormal activity she has captured. Fowler, 
on the other hand, says she only feels com- 
plete confidence in one video, which shows a

According to Beth i paranormal 
entities can more or less be divided 
into the following five anomalies: 


HAUNTINGS 

“What hauntings are is you don't have interaction. It could be 
an imprint in time. That goes along with the stone tape theory 
too (the theory that objects can absorb spiritual energy like a 
recording device). Theres a theory that over a period of time, 
things can be recorded into that. That’s why on the same time 
on a specific night you can see someone walking down the hall 
way. 


GHOST 

“An earthbound spirit. There are many reasons why it can 
be earthbound, and one of them is that they don’t know that 
they're dead. They suddenly passed away watching the Simp 
sons, and they don't think they’re dead. That's why a lot of 
professional mediums —one’s that | do feel have something 
going with them, not these ones that set up on the street corner 
and charge hundreds of dollars — they say you can cleanse your 
own house, if there is ghost in there, saying to them that they're 
dead, go to the other side, your family is waiting for you. In fact 
we did have one family contoct us regarding that, and they tried 
it ond haven't had anything since. Now, is it because there was a 
ghost that didn't know they were dead, or was it because there 
was something mentally going on with them that helped them 
relieve what they were thinking? That's where you get into the 
para-psychological aspect of things 

Another reason is because they're afraid of what's on the other 
side; you may have somebody who was really religious in life 
that doesn’t believe they repented for all of their sins, and are 
really worried about what's on the other side. Trauma can be 
another reason—something happened and they can't let go. 
Or it could be simple as they liked the home they lived in. They 
don’t want to let go of their house; they worked so hard for it 
and they don’t want to let it go. It doesn’t have to be a house, it 
could be land or even an object. In very rare cases they would 
be connected to another person—Hollywood would have you 
believe it happens more.” 


SPIRITS 

“Those who have passed on but have the ability to come back. 
And that's where people who claim they say their grandma or 
grandpa after they've passed on, they can be classified as spir- 
its. Or if someone who you loved dearly passes away, and two 
years later suddenly you get o whiff of their perfume. That could 
be considered spirit activity: visitation from somebody who has 
the ability to go back and forth.” 


ELEMENTAL SPIRITS 

“Ones that weren't alive. They never lived. A good example 
would be a prison—prison’s are thought to have more of an 
elemental spirit, especially on death row because there is such a 
heavy feeling there. And it's believed that that heavy, bod feel- 
ing accumulates and makes something —| hate to use the word 
alive... But, the way you can classify it is, if you walk into a place 
that hos hod traumatic events and you get that heavy feeling of 
despair, that’s an elemental spirit.” 


POLTERGEISTS 

“They're very, very rare, and usually they're connected with 
girls who are going through puberty. We're not sure, but it may 
have to do with the whole menstruation thing, becouse girls do 
go a little wockier through puberty. Basically it’s a spirit that 
picks up and feeds on the energy of those children, maybe even 
to the point of tormenting those kids.”

Which brings us back to the house of the 
dead. Our little group wants to know what, if 
anything, is happening. 

In the case of this place, besides a round of 
ghost stories, not a hell of lot. It’s our second 
stop of the night—the first being Edmonton 
Cemetery, where, despite attempting to engage 
in conversation with the occupants of a couple 
of turn-of-the-19th-century graves, we were 
only able to summon the wrath of mosquitoes 

Still itching—both literally and figurative 
ly—a few hours later, we head over to what's 
reported to be one of this city’s most haunted 
spots, the old MacKay School, now home 
to the Edmonton Public Schools Archive 
Although it’s the main building that gets all 


the attention, one member of our decidedly 
non-expert party seems drawn to a smaller, 
one-room schoolhouse at the back of the 
property. 

As we approach the backside of the building, 
something stops us in our tracks—the pull on a 
window blind begins to bob in what seems like 
an irregular fashion, picking up momentum, 
then slowing down, then swinging even more 
excitedly. 

We're transfixed; we're here at Anderson's 
suggestion and doing what she recommended 
talking to spirits within the building, encour 
aging them to move the pull with even greater 
force 

The following day, two of us return to the 
site, which is open to the public for the lunch 
hour. As soon we enter, our eyes go directly 
to the pull—it’s as still as stone. Then, looking 
around, we notice that there's an air vent 
directly beneath it 

At first, we begin to rationalize—the vents 
line the floor all around the structure, but of 
the five or so pulls in this room, only this one 
moved. Then we surrender to logic, and my 
companion, the most vocal of the previous 
night's ghostly pep-squad, laughs self-depre- 
catingly: “Yelling at an air-conditioner. Great.” 

But, after we return home, something truly 
odd transpires 

I had completely forgotten Anderson's 
precise instructions about the school. Indeed, 
when we first arrived at the MacKay site, | 
had become somewhat irritated when that 
one member of the group insisted, based on 
what she called an “intuition,” on going to the 
little schoolhouse first—I had had enough of 
mosquitoes and wanted to concentrate on the 
main building, the one where all the action 
supposedly goes down 

So, as I transcribed my tape-recorded 
interview with Anderson, it was with genuine 
surprise that I listened to what she had said 
two days before 

“There's a little blue school behind the 
MacKay school. Go up to the window and say, 
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‘Hey, are you in there?’ because there are spir- 
its of children in there. There's a blind with a 
pull there. Ask them to start moving the pull, 
and it'll start going. I usually go to the back to 
the one closest to the river.” 

Which, it turns out, was precisely the 
spot our group had been drawn to. Were we 
purposefully duped? I don’t think so. Does 
this add any more credibility to the claim of a 
ghost? Not really—although there is the ques- 
tion of all those other vents under the rest of 
the pulls, and besides, why would the pull only 
be cranked at night, when nobody’s there, and 
not in the day? 

Still, getting to: see some of the city’s best- 
known landmarks in the creepy twilit hours 
is fun. Does it make for a convincing story? 
Well, you decide. 


WELCOME TO THE BLOOD- 
SOAKED NEIGHBOURHOOD 
Are Edmonton’s Ghosts 

Products Of Our Wild Past?

If Rona Anderson's theory has any merit, then traditional police 
initiatives to curb the nocturnal rowdies on Whyte and criminal 
activity in the northeast end of town probably will continue to 
come up short. 
You see, Anderson hypothesizes that some of our more ram 
bunctious citizens are being affected by something other than 
just booze and drugs. 
“Alberta is very close-mouthed about the bad stuff that hap 
pened here. We really had the wild wild west here,” she says 
drawing upon her studies of Edmonton's badass past on the Gold 
Rush frail. She says that some of the uglier occurrences of those 
fimes might have literally soaked into the ground. 
“There's a series of four apartment buildings on the northeast 
side,” she says, “and they're very haunted —people don't stay 
there very long. | had a relative by marriage who was murdered 
outside [one] building. It’s not a good place. We had a psychic 
show up one day and say, The ground is full of blood.’ So we 
said, ‘What do you mean?’ and she said that there was massacre 
in the northeast area near Clareview.” 
Anderson believes that murderous clashes over furs, gold, and 
sundry disputes left lingering paranormal pests of the most mo- 
levolent kind in certain parts of town. 
“| did not know that in Old Strathcona that there were bor- 
ders from the old post office to just past the railroad tracks, 
and that’s where the RCMP had their jurisdiction,” she says of 
one discovery. “If you wanted to kill somebody, you went past 
there and shot them in the head. There were people killed all 
over the place, but you don’t see that recorded in our history, 
and people were buried but not necessarily marked. You could 
build something somewhere but not know you were building on 
someone's grave.” ? 
On a more benign note, Anderson says that the basement of 
the Alberta Block on Jasper Ave, home to CKUA, where she's 
recorded activity, used to have a tunnel which ran all the way 
to the river valley. Apparently, barges would transport coal from 
the south side of the river to horse-drawn carts on the north 
bank; these carts would then follow the tunnel-to a boiler, which 
still stands in the basement of the radio station. 
Similarly, the maze of rooms under Naked Cyber Café, where 
Beth Fowler has done research, was used by furriers as place to 
hang their pelts; she says they have a recording of the sound of 
a long-disused elevator there in motion along with two voices 
speaking in French. She says the tape has to be studied further 
to rule out other causes for the sounds. 
Anderson says there are even haunted traplines running through 
town, and claims to have seen a figure in what appeared to be o 
buckskin outfit walking through her backyard one winter.

STEALING THE WAVE: THE EPIC 
STRUGGLE BETWEEN KEN BRADSHAW 
AND MARK FOO

SOME PEOPLE DON’T NEED THE NINE- 
to-five office workday to carry ona 
bitter feud. It can be accomplished 
just as easily in the slacker world of 
surfing. 

In Stealing the Wave: The Epic 
Struggle Between Ken Bradshaw and 
Mark Foo, British journalist Andy 
Martin explores the drawn-out feud 
between surly Texan Ken Bradshaw 
and Asian-American army brat 
Mark Foo. These two sparring surf 
masters fought for supremacy on 
Hawaii's North Shore from the late 
1970s to the mid-1990s—until Mark 
Foo's untimely death at the age of 
36, at the infamous Maverick’s on 
the northern coast of California. Foo

the attention of female filmgoers, 
the “P” word has been viewed in 
a somewhat softer light. (No, not 
that p-word; I’m talking about 
pregnancy.) 

Sure, there are the pounds of 
unwanted flesh, the porcelain 
hugs in the morning and the 
increased appetite for unlikely 
foods, But there’s also the brighter 
side of things: expectant mothers 
inherit beautifully blushed skin, 
radiant personalities and a raptur- 
ous sense of hope, basking in the 
idea of soon becoming the entire 
life to a bubbly, babbling baby. 

For Nathan guitarist/ vocalist 
Keri Latimer, pregnancy is a dou- 
ble-edged sword. Sure, the fact 
that she was seven months preg- 
nant when the band recorded 
their latest album Key Principles 
lent a blissful, domestic feel to the 
finished product, but Latimer was 
more worried that motherhood 
would dull her edge. 


“All the clichés about mother- 
hood are true,” Latimer laughs, 
her soft voice at once assertive 
and sweet-tempered. “And that’s 
what I was afraid of! | thought all 
of my songwriting would turn 
into Céline Dion or something. 
After Hazel, my daughter, was 
born, I was so euphoric and filled 
with love and peace and joy that I 
thought Id start writing Disney 
songs or something.” 

Latimer’s keeping the cartoon 
soundtracks at bay for the time 
being, but she thinks motherhood 
did cause a shift in Nathan’s 
music. 2001's Stranger was pop- 
based, and 2004's acclaimed Jim- 
son Weed had more of a roots 
sound; Key Principles straddles 
those two genres. Maybe the band 
is just getting old, Latimer jokes, 
or maybe her fingers had just got- 
ten too swollen and sausage-like 
to play otherwise, but Key Princi- 
ples does sound more mature and 
full-bodied than its predecessors. 
Their songs haven't been domesti- 
cated, but they are more domestic. 

“I [also] become more positive,” 
Latimer says. “I tried to be less 


depressing or dark. I tried to find 
the light in the darkness, at least 
The darkness is always going to 
be there, but I definitely wanted 
take a more positive look at 
things... The domestic feeling was 
because of my impending mother- 
hood, and it filled me with as 
much dread as it did joy. You 
think a lot more about things, 
especially if it’s your first child. 
I’m so clumsy and irresponsible 
too. You never feel quite read to 
bring in this tiny little baby and let 
it find its place. I learned quickly 
you don’t have to be perfect.” 

And with Shelly Marshall— 
who's not just a singer, a guitarist 
an accordionist and a banjo-player 
but the mother of a toddler as 
well—also in the band, that strong 
maternal influences won't be leav- 
ing Nathan anytime soon. Perhaps 
we shouldn't rule out the possibil- 
ity of Nathan creating some Beau- 
ty and the Beast-style ballads just

A LOT OF BIG STUFF WENT DOWN IN 
September 2001: the World Trade 
Center fell, the global war of error 
began, and Jamie Matechuck, along 
with a few of his closest friends, offi 
cially left their adolescence behind in 
Niagara Falls. 

“For us, the bubble burst,” says 
Matechuck, a guitarist and vocalist 
in the Toronto indie-pop ensemble 
The Ghost Is Dancing. “I remember 
it was the first week of my new life 
that the world changed politically, It 
was a very strange time.” 

Matechuck’s not only recounting 
the day he and his friends left small 
town Ontario to attend York Univer- 
sity in Toronto, but the series of 
events that inspired “September 
01,” the first song from the band’s 
first full-length recording, The Dark 
est Spark 

The themes of departures and 
inevitable life changes appear 
throughout their small but sure-to 
grow oeuvre. (The band also 
released a self-titled EP early in 
2006.) In fact, their first show com 
memorated their move out of a com 
munal band house in downtown 
Toronto (and their move there was 
precipitated, he says, by a desire to 
expand their horizons past York's 
campus in the city’s north end) 

It was an event worth noting, to 
be sure, because before founding 
members Matechuck, singer / gui- 
tarist Jim DeLuca, keyboardist Odie 


more players) lived together at the 
house, none had been ina band 
before, let alone been proficient on 
their instruments 

“Toronto has such a dense and 
vibrant music scene that we found 
ourselves going to shows every 
night,” Matechuck recalls. “We'd see 
acts like The Hidden Cameras, for 
instance, at the Horseshoe, and it 
would just stick with us for so long 
I'd like to think that it was the musi: 
around us that pushed us into mak 
ing music, because we just loved it 
so much. One night we just got back 
from a show, and we were in my 
room, and we just kind of started 
patting our knees, and | had my 
acoustic guitar there that I was just 
learning—I started strumming a € 
chord and that’s how we started 
writing our first song.” 

They've certainly made progress 
since then, crafting ambitious, multi 
instrumental baroque pop anthems 
that have gammered them endless 
comparisons to Arcade Fire and Bro- 
ken Social Scene. They’ ve found 
their own voice, however; Mate- 
chuck says they've taken pains to 
consciously focus on a consistent 
theme—this “process of becoming 
an adult,” as he puts it

Touch made his first professional 
appearances around town with the 
Dangerous Goods Collective around 
1994, but he’s no dinosaur. On the 
contrary, the raps on The Representa- 
tives in Intelligent Design are consis- 
tently fresh, forward-thinking and con- 
nected to the world around him. 

Nato’s beats create a lush, ominous 
atmosphere reminiscent of David 
Axelrod (or at least the hip-hop tracks 
that sampled him). Too many of the 
tracks stay in the same monotonous 
midtem roove, though; it’s a relief 
when Ne reaks out some loopy 
hurdy-gurdy hooks on “Freak Show” 
and “What | Wanna Say.” 

It's also too bad that the album 
rarely ventures outside safe territory— 
despite his name, Touch’ seems reluc- 
tant to drop his mask and show his 
vulnerable human side. He'll angrily 
denounce misogyny on “Four Letter 
Word,” but his description of a 
healthy romantic relationship lacks the 
same conviction. 

But make no mistake: this is a very 
impressive piece of work, one that

Charles Burnett talks about the making of a masterpiece 





KILLER OF SHEEP

‘WHEN PEOPLE COME UP TO ME 
and tell me Killer of Sheep inspired 
them or affected them or whatev- 
er, I'm always surprised. It always 
seemed like an ordinary film to 
me. Just a slice of life.” 

Charles Burnett is one of the 
most genuinely modest film direc- 
tors I’ve ever interviewed. His 
answers to my questions tend to 
be short, humble, and matter-of- 
fact. He makes no great claims to 
artistic genius, even though he’s 
won a MacArthur “genius” grant 
and Killer of Sheep, his extraordi- 
nary first feature, was one of the 
first 50 films the Library of Con- 
gress selected for its National Film 
Registry. The National Society of 
Film Critics put it on their list of 
the 100 essential films of all time, 
but Burnett’s not even sure he'd 
call Killer of his best work. 
Maybe that honour would go to 
To Sleep With Anger, the terrific, 
underseen 1990 film he made star- 
ring Danny Glover, or maybe 
Nightjohn, the 1996 TV-movie he 
did for the Disney Channel about 
a black man teaching a fellow 
slave to read. Maybe it’s Namibia, 
the historical epic he’s just fin- 
ished shooting in Africa, which 
sounds like the most logistically 
a project he’s ever tack- 
ed. 


Still, Killer of Sheep will probably 
be the film on his epitaph. Shot 
over a year’s worth of weekends 
'n 1976 in the Watts neighbour- 


hood of Los Angeles, with a cast 
consisting mostly of children and 
nonprofessionals, it’s a character 
study of Stan (Henry Gayle 
Sanders), a working-class hus- 
band and father whose proud 
spirit is slowly worn down by his 
chronic lack of money and his 
depressing job at a local slaughter- 
house. It’s also a loving but clear- 
eyed portrait of an entire African- 
American neighbourhood—the 
children roughhousing around the 
train tracks and the vacant lots, 
the low-level criminals and 
drunks, the women who put up 
with them. It’s a film of images 
and mood rather than story, a 
cross between Italian neorealism 
and the lyrical style of Terrence 
Malick. Everyone considers it a 
masterpiece. 

But Burnett says that he never 
thought that the no-budget black- 
and-white feature, his thesis pro- 
ject at UCLA Film School, would 
ever be shown theatrically—at 
best, he thought it might make a 
useful tool in social science class- 
es. He didn’t even bother securing 
the rights to the various songs on 
the soundtrack, which range from 
Paul Robeson to Earth, Wind and 
Fire to Dinah Washington's “This 
Bitter Earth” (which plays under a 
particularly heartbreaking scene 
of Stan numbly slow-dancing with 
his wife). But now, after years of 
piecemeal festival screenings and 
bootleg distribution, Milestone 
Films has restored Killer of Sheep 
and is giving this landmark movie 
its first “legitimate” American 
release. : 

Charles Burnett took some time 
out from editing Namibia to talk to 
SEE Magazine about the experi- 


ence of making Killer of Sheep. 


SEE Magazine: Have you been 
back to the neighbourhood where 
you made this movie? 

Charles Burnett: Not too 
recently. I’m too busy trying to 
make films. It’s changed a lot. I 
look back at the film now, and it 
looks like a period of innocence. 
There were families there, and 
you could walk the streets and 
feel relatively safe. It had a sense 
of community. Since then, the 
whole crack thing sort of disrupt- 
ed everything and the people who 
had a chance to move out moved 
out. 

SEE: How did you come around 
to the idea that you were going to 
become a filmmaker—that this 
would be the medium you were 
going to express yourself in? Is 
there something you could do in 
film that you couldn’t if you were 
a poet or a novelist? 

CB: Well, when I was a kid, I 
always watched old black-and- 
white Hollywood films. Without 
even knowing that there was such 
a job as a cameraman or anything, 
I was always interested in photog- 
raphy and looking at still pho- 
tographs—but I went to a school 
that wasn’t very encouraging 
about that kind of thing at all. 
When | got out of high school, the 
draft was.on and so I went to City 
College—you could get a student 
deferment if you enrolled in col- 
lege. I studied electronics there for 
awhile, but I was still interested in 
movies and eventually applied to 
the film program at UCLA. They 
made you do everything there— 
you had to make your own film 
and shoot it and edit it and every-

thing. 

SEE: Did you make a lot of false 
starts before you arrived at your 
style? 

CB: Well, when I got to UCLA, 
there were a lot of people there 
making personal films about 
alienation and nudity and that 
kind of thing, and I couldn’t iden- 
tify with that stuff at all. There 
were political discussions all the 
time at UCLA—most of the peo- 
ple there were politically and 
socially conscious and you got a 
lot of films about the workforce 
being exploited where at the end 
of the movie they‘d form a union 
and everything would be happy 
after that. But that wasn’t my situ- 
ation, or the situation for the peo- 
ple J knew. So I decided I wanted 
to make a movie where I wouldn't 
impose my worldview on the sub- 
ject; I'd try to be as objective as 
possible. Killer of Sheep has a plot 
and a structure, but it isn’t a con- 
ventional one; it’s based more on 
the way life evolves, those 
rhythms from one day to the next 

SEE: What was it like filming 
inside the slaughterhouse? 

CB: Well, I was trying to think 
of a job for Stan that would pro- 
duce this sort of alienation and 
estrangement from his wife. And | 
ran into this kid who I found out 
worked at a slaughterhouse, hit- 
ting animals over the head with a 
sledgehammer, and I just couldn't 
imaging that someone could do 
that eight hours a day, every day 
of the week, and not be affected 
by it. I tried to find a slaughter- 
house in L.A., but they all shut 
~~ —- to filmmakers because 

e whole vegetarian thing was 
starting up around then and there 


was a lot of negative stuff circulat 
ing around about slaughterhouses 
and meat-eaters. We eventually 
found a place in northern Califor 
nia owned by this one guy who 
was very nice and let us shoot 
there for a couple of days. And in 
fact, | became a vegetarian for a 
while after that 

SEE: Were you a star pupil at 
UCLA? Were you regarded as the 
guy most likely to succeed? 

CB: No. But UCLA really 
wasn’t focused on getting into 
Hollywood anyway. We never 
thought we'd be making films for 
\t that time, if 
you wanted to be a cinematogra 
pher at a studio, you had to wait 
like, 15 or 20 years before you 
could move up the ladder, or have 
an uncle already in the business 
The independent film scene was 
just starting, but the idea of get 
ting your movie screened still 
didn’t seem likely 

SEE: When did you start to 
become aware that Killer of Sheep 
was acquiring this really exalted 
critical reputation anyway? 

CB: Well, it still played a few 
festivals and won some awards. It 
won some prizes at Berlin. It got 
around. But you know, I think the 
fact that it wasn’t officially distrib- 
uted actually helped it. People 
kept hearing about it, but since it 
was unavailable, it was this mys- 
tery film. It had this mystique 

SEE: Did all the acclaim you got 
for this movie make it easier for 
you later to line up subsequent 
projects and assignments? 

CB: No. I mean, you've got to 
give them a film that looks like it 
will make a lot of money. But if 
you have a film that looks like a 
puzzle to them, it doesn’t work 

SEE: Are there any images from 
the film that still give you particu- 
lar pleasure when you rewatch 
them? 

CB: The funniest thing was the 
scene where the kids are riding 
their bikes and the dog chases 
them. I used to live on that block. 
and there was this huge dog that 
always chased you, and I expected 
it to do the same thing when we 
were filming—he always chased 
you, no matter what. But when 
the cameras were going, he just 
wouldn't do it. So this neighbour 
had this little dog that he said 
would do it, and he was right! I 
like the irony of it, that this big 
dog turned out to be such a cow- 
ard. Oh, God, and the scene of the 
kids jumping from roof to roof. 
That scene scares me every time | 
look at it—if any of them had 
slipped, they would have fallen 
down three stories. But the fact of 
the matter is, they did it all the 
time. Those are the two parts that 
1 always remember. 

SEE: Did you learn anything 
from making this movie? 

CB: | think what happens when 
you make a movie of any length 
that’s done well critically is that 
you feel confident that you can 
make a film. When you shoot a 
film, you always wonder if it’s 
going to work or not. All these 
people are looking at you with 
doubts about your ability. That 
can have a really negative effect 
unless you know you've done it 
before when all the odds were 


against you.

Welcome to the Dahlhouse

DIRECTOR JOHN DAHL HAS THE 
misfortune of being really, really 
good at a genre that audiences 
almost never show up for. His 
first three movies (Kill Me Again, 
Red Rock West, and The Last Seduc- 
tion) were noirs—not noir paro- 
dies or noir pastiches or Taranti- 
noid noir deconstructions, but the 
real deal: sexy, suspenseful, skill- 
fully executed crime pictures 
about hapless men tangling with 
untrustworthy women, but 
enlivened by a modern sensibility 
that avoids the shadowy images 
and stylized dialogue of classic 
noir. The critic D.K. Holm calls 
this subgenre, which blossomed in 


the ‘90s, “film soleil” —daylight 
noirs. Dahl's never heard that 
term before, but he agrees that by 
the ‘90s, the nature of crime 
movies had dramatically changed. 

“I think what's happened,” he 
says, “is that these used to be the 
seamy, untold stories that didn’t 
make the headlines. The idea of 
somebody having an affair was 
not front-page news in the ‘60s, 
when I was growing up. 

“But in the ‘90s, the gloves came 
off; you read about the mayor of 
San Francisco having an affair, the 
mayor of Los Angeles having an 
affair. Nothing that happens to a 
leading figure shocks anybody 
anymore. So these tawdry noir 
dramas that used to be sort of titil- 
lating are pretty much main- 
stream news now. Now everyone's 
in rehab.” 





Which brings us to Dahl's latest 
picture, an offbeat comic crime 
movie called You Kill Me, in which 
Ben Kingsley plays Frank 
Falenczyk, an increasingly unde- 
pendable alcoholic hitman for a 
Polish crime family whose boss 


support of a beautiful, improbably 
accepting new lover named Lau- 
ren (Téa Leoni), kicking the bottle 
is an uphill battle for a stubborn, 
hard-drinking SOB like Frank. 

The trajectory of the story—a 
homicidal killer goes into therapy, 
and emerges out the other end a 
better-adjusted homicidal killer— 
recalls The Sopranos, but You Kill 
Me's themes are more modest, its 
ironies more whimsical, its tone 
more deadpan. “It’s about that 
absurd way society puts sobriety 
on a pedestal and says, ‘This is 
more important than anything,’” 
says Dahl. “In that respect, it’s a 
bit of a lampoon of AA, but it also 
acknowledges the benefits of AA. 
I guess what I liked about this 
script [by Christopher Marcus and 
Stephen McFeely, who also wrote 
The Chronicles of Narnia, of all 
things] is the way Frank’s occupa- 
tion makes the story of his search 
for sobriety a little more interest- 
ing and entertaining.” 

Dahl resists the suggestion that 
You Kill Me marks a return to his 
earlier style—“Those films were 
10 years ago,” he says, “so hope- 
fully I've matured a little since 
then”—but there’s a distinctive 
personality behind the camera on 
this picture that the movies he 
made after The Last Seduction 
mostly lacked. There was Unfor- 
gettable, a Linda Fiorentino/Ray 
Liotta thriller memorable only for 
its contrived premise; Joy Ride, a 
Duelinspired actioner starring

if you happen to stumble across it 
one night on Showcase. 

I guess that sounds like I’m say- 
ing, “Wait for it on video,” but 
Ben Kingsley’s inventive perfor- 
mance deserves to be seen on the 
big screen. The notion of Kingsley 
playing a killer seems like stunt- 
casting, which just goes to show 
how hard it is for an actor to 
change the public’s perception of 
them—even after Sexy Beast, Luck 
Number Slevin, and House of Sand 
and Fog, people still think of him 
as Gandhi. 

“Gandhi just hit such a core with 
people,” Dahl says, “and that 
shadowed him for years. It was 
great when I saw him in Sexy Beast 
because it just broke the box of 
what I thought Ben Kingsley was 
He's a very compelling guy on 
film, in the right role. He’s an 
actor's actor. That all sounds like 
crap, but it’s true. He loves the 
greasepaint and the lights. It’s a 
real workman’s attitude: when 
he’s not in the scene, he just sits in 
his chair and waits for the next 
shot. He never left the set... 

“And I’m just not one of these 
megalomaniac directors who's got 
to put their stamp on everything. 
I'm thrilled just to get these super- 
talented people together and then 
get out of their way.”

THEY’RE AN 
average lower-middle-class Syd- 
ney family consisting of divorced 
parents Jeannie and John, and two 
boys named Tim and Mark. They 
are truly screwed up. The prob- 
lem, as Tim confesses to new girl- 
friend Jill in bed one night, is that 
his parents are... entertainers. 
Brenda Blethyn turns in a 
remarkable performance as Jean- 
nie, the long-suffering mother 
who gets up at five in the morning 
to work as a cafeteria worker, then 
does stand-up comedy in casinos 
at night. She’s admittedly a comic 
who never knows where to draw 
the line. Her “phallocentric” 
observations about life are more 
painful than funny—at one point, 
she notes how making love toa 
heavyset man is like having a 
wardrobe fall on you in the night, 
but with the key still in the lock. 
Driving Mum to her gigs is the 


job of son Tim (Khan Chittenden), 
who is by turns proud and embar- 
rassed by his histrionic mother. 
Well, by her and the topless show- 
girls who share her dressing 
room. 

Tim’s brother Mark (Richard 
Wilson) isn’t too put off by Jean-

nie, even though she’s constantly 

checking to make sure he isn’t 


doing anything naughty in the 
bathtub, and who demands a kiss 


on the cheek before he’s thrown 
out of the house. Then again, 
Mark was brain-damaged at birth. 

Tim and Mark's dad John 
(Frankie J. Holden) works as a 
night security guard at a grocery 
store. With a new self-published 
CD of Conway Twitty covers, he’s 
trying to revive his glory days 
back in 1975, when he spent three 
weeks at number one on the 
charts. 

Blethyn is perfect, even if Jean- 
nie is not. She paints a warts-and- 
all picture of a hard-working sin- 
gle mother who is affectionate, 
manipulative, inappropriate, 
regretful, compassionate, and self- 
ish. Try as I might, though, I just 
can’t love her. But I haven’t lived 
with her for 20 years like Tim and 
Mark have. 

At its heart, Introducing the 
Dwights is really a story of boy- 
meets-girl, boy-cuts-apron-strings, 
with great supporting characters 
such as Jeannie’s friend Lana, the 
cougar with the rose tattoo, leop- 
ard-print tops, and feathered 
bangs. The ending is a little too

happy and pat, considering the 
rollercoaster ride of emotions that 
preceded it. And this is where the 
movie lets you down a little. By 
the final scene, I was more con- 
vinced that Jeannie belonged on 
medication rather than onstage. - 
It’s hard to be uplifted when you 
know that these characters will 
have to deal with these issues for 
the rest of their lives. 

Under its original title, Clubland, 
Introducing the Dwights was a hit 
at Sundance and the Toronto Film 
Festival last year. Unfortunately, 





it’s being marketed as a heart- 
warming comedy, sort of an 
Aussie version of Little Miss Sun- 
shine, which is misleading. This is 
not a hilarious movie (but then 
again, neither was LMS, if you 
want my opinion).

Nine Queens, which cast Darin as a 
con man involved in an even more 
elaborate and unlikely scheme 
But here the twisty plot takes a 
backseat to the pervasive mood of 
existential unease.

If The Aura has any precedent, 
it’s the crime thrillers of French

She gets her 
wish, only to discover that big girls 
aren’t the only ones discriminated 
against—she ends up leading a cam- 
paign to eliminate the show’s segre- 
gationalist “Negro Day” and bring 
black and white dancers together. 
From the overweight to minorities, 
from the working classes to Gins- 
berg-reciting beatniks, Waters’ film 
is a celebration of the marginal- 
ized—indeed, the turning point in 
Tracy's teenage life occurs when she 
gets sent to detention, which, 
according to her, is full of “retards 
and black kids.” 

Shankman’s remake is lots of fun, 
but it’s the Afterschool Speaal version, 
safer and plainer than Waters’ origi- 
nal.

Of course, some would argue that, 
because these two “guys” were stil 
anatomically female, it was really just 
two lesbians having a baby.

But that would 
be insulting to someone who has 
undergone years of soul-searching, 
hormone therapy, and chest recon- 
struction, who identify as masculine in 
every way but just happen to still have 
a vagina. 

But, given our still very narrow defi- 
nition ft “family,” one can only imag- 
ine the issues you'd have to confront if 
you and your lesbian partner decide 
to become parents oat you both 
look like guys.

Facilitated by R and 
Andy Inkster, an FTM transsexual and 
“trans health activist” who presented 
with R at Guelph, the pilot course 
included eight participants who lis- 
tened to presentations from, among 
others, a midwife, a doctor who offers 
insemination services, a lawyer, anda 
fertility awareness teacher. 

But the teaching process went both 
ways. “This creates a big learnin 
curve for those in the industry,” sold 
Inkster. “It’s important for transsexuals 
to educate everyone from fertility spe- 
cialists to the straight nurse who is
